A COLD-8LOOOED CRIMt 


Farmer Moshier of Gorham 


'L Me., Is Pounded to Death 


HIS MOTHER IS ASSAULTED 


White Man and a Negro Were Partici- 


pants In the Crime — The Latter Is. 
Arrested, but the Supposed Chlei 
Actor Is Still at Large 
Portland, Me., Jan. 14.—A most atro- 


cious crime was committed at Gorhaui 
Baturcay evening, when Thomas C. 
Mushier, a farmer, aged 25, was mur- 
dered, aud his mother, Mrs. 
Kufus 


Moshier, aged T2, was brutally assault- 
ed, by two men, •« ho forced an entrance 
into the Moshier residence with tlie evi- 
dent intention ot robber). 


The house is situated some distance 


from the road. After completing their 
ghastly work, the men ransacked the 
liousp, 
taking what valuables they 


could find, ate a hearty uieal in the 
kitchen and left, walking along the 
Portland and llochester railroad tracks 
in the direction of Portland. 


One of them was a negro, and a fairly 


accurate description of him was ob- 
tained from Mrs. Moshier, who re- 
vived sufficiently to make a statement 
to the officers. 
The officers 
of sur- 


rounding towns were notified, and 
about noon yesterday William Hands, a 
negro, 25 years old, was arrested at 
Scarboro by Constable Newcombe, In 
his possession were found a blood- 
stained razor marked with Moshier's 
name, $40 in rnonuy, consisting chiefly 
of bills, which were also stained with 
blood, and a watch. 


His hands and clothing were soiled 


and bloody. 
The man .admits having 


been at the Moshier farmhouse, and 
says he left his companion uear the 
Union station in Portland, about mid- 
night on Saturday. Hands was brought 
to this city and lodged in Cumberland 
county jail. 


The story of the crime, as told by 


Mrs. Moshier, is as follows: 
She and 


her son had eaten their supper and 
were seated by the kitchen stove when a 
knock was heard at the door. 
No at- 


tention WEB paid to it as Mrs. Moshier 
thought the caller might be John Mc- 
Lean, who formerly worked on the 
Moshier farm, aud who, it is said, left 
under somewhat unpleasant circum- 
stances, 
1'he pounding was repeated, 


however, and soon after the kitchen 
windows were forced in with a crash, 
and two men, one of whom was a ne- 
gro, jumped into the room. 
Moshier 


sprang from his chair and 
grappled 


With the white mau, and the negro 
rushed on the woman and knocked her 
down, striking her a terrible blow on 
the head with a stick which he carried. 
After striking her again, the negro went 
to the assistance of his comrade, who 
was engaged in a llerce struggle with 
the farmer. 
Together they dragged 


Moshier into the front •ifroom. 
Mrs. 


Moshier fled to her room, locked the 
door and hid In a closet, listening to the 
sounds of the fight going on in the ad- 
joining room. 


In a few minutes the noises ceased, 


and the men returned to the kitchen, 
going from thence to the cellar for food. 
Mrs. Moshier then fled to the second 
floor. 
Shortly afterwards she heard 


them rummaging about, opening draw- 
ers and overturning furniture. 
Tho 


^ terrified woman sat for a long time lis- 
"toning to these noises, and when it be- 
came evident that the men had gone ' 
she made her way along the drifted 
roads to the house of Freeman Richard- 
Bon. 
She \vas exhausted and weak 


from loss of blood, but succeeded in 
telling her story. 


Coroner Perry and the police of this 


j city went immediately to the Moshier 
I farm. 
The 
body of young Moshlor i 


was found in a corner of the parlor cov- 
ered with blood and with the head beat- 
en almost to a jelly. 
Moshier was an i 


unusually powoitul man, and evidently } 
made a desperate fight for his life, 
li, 


the house were found t\\ o heavy fence 
stakes, one of which had apparently 
been used to kill Moshier. 
The houss 


had been completely ransacked, anc 
everything of value was missing. 


Mrs. Moshier's injuries, while serious 


are not considered necessarily fatal 
She has two bad scalp wounds and i- 
almost prostrated by the shock, bu: 
physicians attending her say she wii, 
probably recover..

AMERICAN-MARKET ABROAD.' 


Great Opportunities In Europe For 


Our Good?, Say» a Manufacturer. 
An American manufacturer of steel 


and iron has just returned from a 
visit to the Paris exposition and a 
business tour of western. Europe im- 
pressed with the immense future of 
this country's export trade In manu- 
factured articles, especially machinery, 
tools and implements, says the New 
York Sun. 
He found competition in 


cis own special manufactures cot only 
In England, but also In Frnnce, Hol- 
land, Germany and Denmark. Iu all 
these countries the wages paid are 
touch Icftver than his workmen receive. 
In Copenhagen, for example, he found 
that meu received less than one-fifth 
of what he pays his workmen, yet he 
came away convinced that he conld un- 
dersell all the European manufactur- 
ers, including those of Denmark, in 
their home market and elsewhere. 


His observation led him to bellevo 


that American manufacturers in many 
other lines, perhaps In most others, 
could undersell European manufactur- 
ers, provided the conditions of time 
could be met by the American com- 
petitor and he could ascertain exactly 
the kind of article needed. As to Eng- 
lish competition, he declares that it 
need not be feared by American manu- 
facturers until the English employer 
is ready to pay better wages for short- 
er hours of work. In other words, the 
relations between employer and em- 
ployed will then be such that men 
will work more effectively than they 
now work and reduce the cost of pro- 
duction. 


This observer finds that the sale of 


American manufactures is hampered 
in Europe by^some of the faults of our 
business methods. 
The element of 


time In contracts is more strictly re- 
garded in Europe than in the United 
States, and where an American manu- 
facturer's agent contracts to deliver 
articles s.t a spccifi"'? t!m" an<1 nffrilly- 
delivers them a week or- a month later 
than the time agreed upon the Euro- 
pean buyer thinks the agent or his 
principal dishonest. A delay in deliv- 
ery is looked upon as almost as dis- 
reputable as an attempt to advance 
the contract price or a failure to come 
up to the contract requirements as to 
quality. 


This traveler notes, too, that the con- 


temptuous attitude of the American 
sales agent toward European preju- 
dices and old fashioned European tools 
and machinery tends to prevent the in- 
troduction of American goods in parts 
of Europe where tbey are unknown. 
The Yankee is too well pleased with 
what he has to sell and too critical of 
.his competitors. 


Again, the American manufacturer 


must study the exact needs, tho whims 
cvon, of the European buyer. There !« 
a singular conservatism among Euro- 
peans that Americans find it difficult to 
understand. The European mechanic 
often prefers the familiar tool to a bet- 
ter one of unfamiliar form, and if 
American tools are to be sold largely In 
Europe some -rcgarQ, must be paid to 
Jhbi peculiarity of European feeling.

cerned, tlie foreign envoys who know 
him personally say that, while he is

and has never 


made any secret of his likes and dis- 
likes, they believe he would be a sat- 
isfactory representative of the Chinese, 
and there would not be any objections 
to him on the score of his recent ut- 
terances. 
Indeed, some of the min- 


isters think it would be wise for China 
to make Chang Chih Tung a plenipo- 
tentiary. 


Mo&t of the envoys have received 


word from their governments that the 
negotiations must be conducted in Pe- 
kin, 
on the ground that for various 


reasons other places suggested would 
ba objectionable.

"We burned a-track about six miles 


wide through these fertile valleys and 
completely destroyed the village of 
Wilpoort and the flourishing town of 
Dullstroom. The column left a trail of 
fire and smoke behind it that could be 
seen at Belfast. Many of the houses 
were surrounded by beautiful gardens 
abloom with roses, lilies and holly- 
hocks and embowered in fruit trees, 
and with my glasses I could see the 
women and children bundled out, their 
bedding thrown through the windows 
after them. The cavalry would ride 
rapidly away, and the poor women 
nnd childrea, utterly confounded by 
the sudden visitation, would remain 
standing in the yard or garden watch- 
ing helj)les?4jr their homes disappear 
in fire and smoke." 


Describing the sack of Dullstroom, 


Lieutenant Morrison proceeds: "On the 
following morning, the troops were up 
long before daylight and marched off 
at 4 o'clock. We had no trouble in 
getting up at the right hour. 
You 


could hear alarm clock' bells ringing, 
from nearly every heap of blankets 
upon fhe camp ground, and the veldt 
hummed like a telephone office. When 
a soldier loots a house the first thing 
he grabs is the clock. In the dim, early 
dawn the column, nearly all mounted 
men,' moved swiftly north. We were 
going to sack and burn the town of 
Dullstroom. 


"Nobody who was thare will ever for- 


get that day's work. About 7 o'clock 
in. the morning our force seized the 
town after a little fight. The Boers 
went iuto the surrounding hills, and 
there was nobody in the town except 
women and children. 
We seized a 


kopje overlooking the main street and 
placed all the guns on it, while the 
cavalry galloped through and skir- 
mished up the hills beyond. The Boers 
drove in our outposts on the flank 
and began sniping the guns, and amid 
tho row of the cannonade and the 
crackle of rifle fire the sacking of the 
place began. 


'•First there was an ominous bluish 


haze over the town, and then the 
smoke rolled up in volumes that could 
be seen for 50 miles away. The Boers 
on the hills seemed paralyzed by the 
Bight and stopped shooting. When the 
lull came, General Smith-Dorien in- 
vited the artillery officers to go down 
into the pla -e with him on a sort of 
official appearance. 
The town was 


very quiet, save for the roaring and 
crackle of the flames. On the steps 
of the church a group of women and 
children were huddled. The women's 
faces were very white, but some of 
them had spots of red on either cheek, 
and their eyes were blazing. 


"The 
troops 
were systematically 


looking the place over, and as they 
got quite through with each housc- 
thoy burned it. You should have seen 
the Royal Irish on the loot. They 
helped the people out with their stufl 
by heaving bureaus bodily through the 
windows, putting pickaxes through 
melodeons and such like wantonness 
1 heard one yell: 'Begorry, Tim, here's 
a nice carpet. Qi think Oi'll take it 
home for the cult! woman. Lind a 
hand here.'

ing by laughing at the costly fun their 
men were having. 


"As I stood looking a woman, the 


owner of a very pretty little cottage 
«f,Tjir1lnj in n rr«i> trnrdpn on n side 
street which was being destroyed 
turned to me and pathetically exclaim- 
ed, 'Oh, how can you be so cruel? 
I sympathized with her and explained 
that it was an order and had to be 
obeyed. But all the same It was an 
intensely sad sigh* to see the little 
homes buru.ng; and 
the rosebushes 


withering up in the pretty gardens and 
the pathetic jrrouns of homeless and 
distressed women and little children 
weeping in pbjp'-t misery and despaii 
among the smoking ruins as we rodi 
away."

"If I could have the contract for re- 


placing ail of the wooden steps and 
verandas of the city that are old and rot- 
ten, 1 would take. my chances on making 
a goed day's pay each day without 
charging any one for the $3.50 Tthich 1 
receive," said a carpenter to a Herald 
man as the former was engaged in work 
of this kind. And as he palled a -nay tho 
side of the step that had seen servie? 
for a dozen years or more he peered in- 
tently into the semidarkness, then reach- 
ed In, picked up a silver quarter, brushed 
the dirt from it and put it in his pocket. 


This opened a new train of thought ia 


the newspaper man's mind, and he im- 
mediately b«ean his interrogatories. 


"Do you find much money in this 


way?" 


"Do I? I won't take back what I said 


about coetracllng for nothing to replace 
woraout steps. Thi* U a sample. Here 
I hnve picked up H quarter, and I haven't 
taken nway the steps. I may not find 
any more here, because the step is com- 
paratively new.

He has other things 
on nis mind, and ten to one if he should 
attempt to find the coin he would brush 
it through a crack before he could get his 
fingers around it."

The Bank of England Bay* Tips 


From Clever Crooks. 


All sorts of odd incidents occur in Eng- 


land's banking circles, where strictest 
measures a*e taken to protect treasure 
from ti* ribbera and burglars. 
Some 


of the institutions pay cash for informa- 
tion of, and in some cases trora, the crim- 
inals therasel1! es. The Bank-af England's 
yearly budget always coniSiBB an ex- 
pense item due t$ such outlays. The first 
experiment of the kind dttes back 'to 
1850, when the directors of the bank lis- 
tened to a startling proposition made by 
a "ditch digger." 


The laborer told the directors that he' 


had discovered a new and unsuspected 
method of getting into the cellar vaults, 
where the gold asd silver bars were kept, 
and that he would sell his secret to them 
for money. Tlte directors hesitated, be- 
lieving that they had. taken every precau- 
tion against loss from the vault* in put- 
ting up heavy masonry, with plenty of 
iron bars, and by manning the building 
with armed watchers, but finally they 
granted the man, who seemed to talk 
fairly, a chnnoe to try his plan, and a 
night was named for the undertaking. 


At the appointed time a committee of 


the directors descended to the cellar and 
heard a peculiar scratching sound under 
their feet. 
Two nours later the floor 


opened, and the ditch digger bobbed up 
serenely, like the evil spirit in the spec- 
tacular drama. All around them lay bars 
of precious metal, totaling in value £3,- 
000,000. The man explained satisfactori- 
ly how it was done, and^as a reward the 
directors assured him, aa income for life 
on an investment of $10,000. The crook 
was content, and it is believed that he re- 
mained honest ever afterward. 


But other cracksmen were tempted by 


his luck to try the same same, and the 
directors were inundated with sugges- 
tions and tips on naw methods of bur- 
glary and haw to prevent them. 
The 


directors tested them all and paid for 
many that proved to be of value to them. 
Among other things they paid $20,000 for 
a process, invented by a young chemist, 
for copying the ink, paper, water marks 
and designs of tbe bank notes so perfectly 
as to AtTy detection. The directors found 
tiey could use his system more satisfac- 
torily and more profitably than their own 
in tha production of tieir currency. 


Despite tie fact that these expendi- 


tures have run up into big figures in the 
last half century, the directcrs of toaaj 
say that all the money -s'ss well invested.

D. B. HILL'S CANDIDACY 


There is now no doubt but that Da- 


vid B. Hill is a. "receptive" candidate 
for the democratic nomination for the 
presidency when next it is time to 
make such nomination. Bird S. Coler 
has been in Washington in the interest 
of Mr. Hill and he tells us that he has 
not heard a single objection to Mr. 
Hill's candidacy. Probably not, and 
quite likely for two reasons—he kept 
away from sources that would object 
and some who feel like objecting have 
sense enough to keep still at a day so 
early. 


It looks as if we were in for a four- 


years' campaign 'on the part of Mr.

capture the Bryan forces and without 
these forecs he is of no consequence. 
And it Mr. Hill were able to force his 
nomination that would be as near as he 
would get to the presidency. Tne west- 
ern states would not even be as kind 
to him as they were to Mr. Bryan, and 
he could not carry New York, 


PID MINISTER CONGER BLUNDER? 


A serious charge is made against 


Minister Conger that goes practically 
unchallenged. It is that he has dis- 
obeyed his instructions from Washing- 
ton in regard to the demands of the 
joint vote submitted to the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries. It was the intention 
of the state department to commit it- 
self to no more than a basis cf agree- 
ment on which all questions at issue 
could bs taken up and settled with 
China. But the joint note, by the in- 
corporation of the word "irrevocable" 
becomes an ultimatum to China instead 
Of a memorandum of agreement from 
•which the powers and China might pro- 
ceed to arrive at terms of settlement. 


The story from Pekin and from Wash 


Inffton is that Minister Conger inter- 
preted explicit instructions- not to sign 
to mean instructions to attach his sig- 
nature. Ke signed and informed his 
government. The state department ex- 
pressed surprise at his act and Mr. 
Conger, instead of undoing what he 
had done—though he had some four 
days time to withdraw his signature 
and explain his government's position 
and his own mistake—simply sparred 
With Washington until the joint note 
had been submitted to tl.e Chinese en- 
voys. 


The conduct of Mr. Conger Is said to 


have placed the government in a most 
einbarassing position, one inconsistent 
with Us whole attitude up to that time, 
and waived the question of the min- 
ister's immediate withdrawal. ,It is 
understood though, that the govern- 
ment will not relieve Mr. Conger. 


The Pekin explanation of this alleged 


high-handedness on the part of the 
minister 13 that his experiences in. the 
Chinese capital have embittered 
him 


Against the Chinese, made it Impossible 
for him to entw Into sympathy with the 
United State* policy of leniency and 
that he IB ready to stand and fall with

their more drastic measure* against 
China, 


Whether or not the Joint vote IB Just 


in Us demands the reported conduct of 
Mr. Conger displays an amount of as. 
wirance thatshould be accepted as un- 
fitting the. minister for further di- 
p'omatic duty. 
We hope that the 


cable messages do Mr. Conger an In- 
justice, for it is an offense ot great 
magnitude when a minister assumes to 
direct the diplomacy of his government 
against the proper chiefs of his country 


Perhaps in this etory we have the 


cause for Mr. Conger supplementing 
his signature with a writen explana- 
tion of his government's attitude, and 
for the United States suggesting that 
part of the negotiations be transferred 
from Pekm to Washington

Cclentlnl Statesman Who Wa« 


Grcnailjlcr After tlic- Japanese 
•lid. Got Earl LI In Trouble—How 
Be Cent Mlnibf.T Wo Thousand* ot 
DoHur* Xii Tclesrapb Toll*. 
Great interest has been shown at 


Wafehinjftou in official and diplomatic 
circles la the Peking cable from a staff 
correspondent of the New York Sun, 
published the other day, showing how 
sick the tmpress dowager is of her bar- 
gulu with the powers made by the im- 
perial peace en\oys, and how Chang 
Chih Tung, one of the advisory ppaco 
commissioners and viceroy of the Wuu- 
chung province, lias influenced her In 
this feeling, writes the Washington 
correspondent of the paper mentioned 
above. From this it appears that after 
three peace envoys, having plenipo- 
tentiary power, had signed the terms 
proposed by the ministers Chang s^nt 
several memorials to the throne ad- 
vising tlie empress dowager cot to 
agree to these terms. It was too late, 
but apparently it had an effect on the 
empress dowager similar to the dis- 
satisfied feeling Chang created once be- 
fore in court after the Japanese war. 


Li Hung Chang at that time had rep- 


resented 
China in the Slrnoiioseki 


peace pegotSations whereby China 
agreed to pay Japan 
$400,000,000. 


Chang so enraged the imperial house- 
hold against Earl Li on account of his 
agreeing to these terms that the latter, 
when summoned to Peking, was afraid 
to go thire for fear of being beheaded 
and pretended for a time that the 
wound lie had received from an as- 
sassin's bullet in Japan kept him away. 
It Avas on this account largely that 
Li asked that Chang be made one of 
the envoys to negotiate terms of peace 
with the powers after the recent dis- 
turbances so that he would be equally 
responsible with Li for whatever ac- 
tion was taken by the Chinese plenipo- 
tentiaries. •- 


Chang Chih Tung has been called by 


one of the foremoqt statesmen of his 
country "the prodigal son of China." 
He has been writing essays lately on 
the disturbances in China the past 
summer and posing as the friend of the 
empress dowager. He bates foreign- 
ers, but he had the foresight to ba 
friendly with a certain sect of mission- 
aries in his province, and, having gain- 
ed the ear of these people, he has, 
through them, been announced to the 
•world as a philanthropic, progressive 
statesman whose opinions are worthy 
of great credence. 


He is, however, a wily character, ac- 


cording to the best auttbrity in Wash- 
ington, and has taken the "opportunity 
when China is in a plight to piioclairn, 
through his writings and in his exhor- 
tations to the peace envoys, how strong 
bis patriotism is and how steadfast a 
friend he is to the empress dowager. 
One of the foremost statesmen of Chi- 
na said of Chang a few years ago that 
he would make an "excellent chancel- 
lor of a university or an examiner, but 
that be was no statesman." He is a 
bookworm and a scholar, according to 
the standard of his country. He pre- 
tends to know not only everything 
about Lis own country, but also' about 
the whole civilized world, though he 
has never been out of Chiaa. He Is 
very opinionated and stubborn ,in his 
beliefs. 


Chang is just the man to protest for 


effect, it Is said, after terms with the 
powers had been signed, in order to 
gain favor among his people and in 
history for having opposed the terms 
of settlement forced upon China by the 
povrers. 


It'was a humorous incident of the 


past summer known to the diplomatic 
corps that Chang kept up an almost 
continuous cable communication with 
Minister Wu Ting Fang, greatly to the 
tatter's expense and disgust 
When 


Cliang wants to know anything or to 
do anything, he does not figure the cost, 
provided it falls upon some one else. 
Chang cabled long messages of hun- 
dreds of words, sent "collect," asked for 
information on the most insignificant 
details of the progress of negotiations 
being carried on by Minister Wu with 
the state department. 
Minister Wu, 


while he need not have accepted these 
messages, thus having to pay for them, 
did so out of respect for Chang's posi- 
tion and answered them as shortly as 
possible. In many cases he answered 
because he considered it cheaper to do 
so than to receive and pay for tlie 
numerous messages which he was 
certain would follow if be did not re- 
ply. 
Chang's messages cost Wu thou- 


sands of dollars in telegraph tolls. 


This Is one of the 
examples of 


Chang's prodigality. 
He is always 


spending a great deal of money that 
belongs to some one else foolishly, to 
accomplish some small object of his 
own. It is said he has spent millions 
of dollars out of the public treasury on 
Hankow mining properties 
without 


improving them or getting any appre- 
ciable return for the money, or having 
an object in view of any practical na- 
ture. He follows his stubborn proclivi- 
ties at the expense of the public treas- 
ury, 
no matter where they lead him. 


Personally he is honest and does not 
accept bribes. Those sxirrounding him, 
however, ai'e not so honest, so the ef- 
fect in his domain is about the same 
as if he were as dishonest personally 
as some of tlfe other high officials of 
China. 


Napoleon Cumm was arrested for 


drunkenness Saturday. When he had 
sobered up sunicJenuy undcr th« mllu- 
ciice uil the 'voolur," he was released 
on ban furnished by on* of his friends. 
Ifteedom, however, was too much tor

By Saturuay night he \\as for 
the second time in the lock-up, and this 
morning he had the unusual experience 
ot being chaiged with two cases of 
drunkenness on the same day- Na- 
poieor) pleaded guilty, and was fined $5 
on one charge, while the other was filed 
away.

That there has been a remarkable 


change in the character of the immi- 
gration into the United States in the 
{last ten years is evident net only in the 
nationality of the people coming in, 
but in their ultimate destination, writes 
the Washington correspondent of the 
New York Tribune. 
In the last 12 


months 448,572 people from other 
countries were added to the permanent 
population of the Uuited States. Th'u» 
is the greatest number which has ar- 
rived for seven years. Of the 18,000,- 
000 increase in the population shown 
by the census in the last decade 4,300.- 
000, 
or more than one-third, are due 


'to emigration from foreign countries 
to the United States. Of the nearly 
600,000 immigrants last year only half 
a dozen were found with a criminal 
.record and returned to their native 
Country. It is not to be supposed that 
Jthis includes all those who were really 
at a criminal class. It simply means 
(that these few were unable to deceiva 
|tbe United States inspectors. While It 
is generally believed by the people of 
ithe United States that this country is 
fairly well safeguarded against crim- 
inal and pauper immigration, the re- 
strictions are, after all, most mild 
and rest largely on the judgment of an 
agent of the government whose pay 
is so small as to preclude the supposi- 
tion, as a rule, that he is an intelligent

within a few weeks will yield sufficient 
to support himself and family in com- 
fort—a farm wfciehln Europe would 
make bin a landed aristocrat. If he 
is an agricultural immigrant and must 
follow that line of work, the only out- 
let for his energies is in some already 
established community where he can 
find employment at comparatively good 
wages. If he is industrious and a good 
mancger, it will not be long before he 
is able to rent or buy some land and la 
that way accomplish what the Immi- 
grant of 15 years ago was able to 
achieve at the start If the foreigner 
coming to this country in search of 
work is an Italian,'a Hebrew, a Polo 
or an oriental, he must seek men of 
his own race who have already estab- 
lished themselves in the United States 
and from them learn of such opportu- 
nities as may exist. These people are 
all extremely clannish and accustomed 
to living in densely settled communi- 
ties. Few of them have the agricultur- 
al instinct, and they seem content to 
herd together In large numbers and 
work for the smallest of wages in the 
factories, mills, mines and sweatshops 
of the large Industrial^centers. 


There is no possible" way of looking 


at this promiscuous immigration and 
the marked deterioration wh*cb has 
taken place in its character In the last 
few years which puts it in a light fa- 
vorable to the best interests of the 
people of the United States except 
that the enormous growth in American 
manufacturing interests has stimulated 
the demand for a class of labor most 
difficult to secure in prosperous times 
In an already established and well 
balanced community of American citi- 
zens. The influx of European illiteracy 
may be one of the penalties to be paid 
for great Industrial growth, for no one 
familiar with the labor of the mines 
or the mills will fail to recognize that 
from this source of supply is drawn a 
vast majority of the help. The native 
born American, or the American who 
has become such by the process of

For years the word bad gone abroad 
that for any one who might come and 
ask Uncle Sam had 1GO acres of fer- 


! tile and arable land ready for the plow. 


The thrifty Scandinavian, German and 
British farmers had been slow to real- 
ize these benefits so offered; but, once 
realized, they were promptly taken ad- 
vantage of. Never in the last 50 years 
has immigration into the United States 
been of a more desirable and admira- 
ble character than, when the farmers 
of northwestern Europe came by thou 
sands to settle the western states. The 
day had to come, however, when the 
Scandinavian In Minnesota could no 
longer write to his brother at home 
and tell him of the fine land that was 
to be had for nothing, for this land had 
all been taken up except in localities 
where Europeans did not care to ven- 
ture, leaving them for the more adven- 
turous native born American pioneers. 
The news of this new condition quick- 
ly spread abroad in the intelligent 
farming communities of the old world 
which had been sending their young 
men to the United States. The number 
of these immigrants decreased rapidly 
until at the present time they form a 
small percentage of those who cross 
the ocean with their goods and chat- 
tels. 


It has been accepted as a truism by 


immigration experts that people from 
northwestera Europe are comparative- 
ly desirable additions to the popula- 
tion of this country, while the people 
from 
southeastern Europe and the 


orient are almost without exception 
very undesirable. Among those who 
came to the United States last year 
from northwestern Europe the per- 
centage of illiteracy was only 3.6, while

There Is one feature of oriental im- 


migration which has not yet become 
prominent, but which will in course of 
time, and that is the admission of 
Chinamen who have become Russian, 
German or English citizens through 
naturalization or the annexation of ter- 
ritory. If Russia, for instance, should 
annex 
Manchuria, the Manchurian 


Chinaman would become a Russian, 
and as a Russian citizen there would 
be no way of legally excluding him 
from the United States. There is no 
prospect in the future'that the United 
States will ever desire or find it possi- 
ble to discriminate against citizens of 
any of the great powers, and some in- 
teresting questions in immigration 
regulation will undoubtedly arise out of 
the final settlement of-the present com- 
plications in the east.'' 


One feature of the immigration of the 


last year is encouraging from some 
points of view, and that-is the lack of 
increase in the Immigration to this 
country 
from the tropics, notwith- 


standing the recent annexation by the 
United States of snch a large area of 
tropical country. It is a well known 
fact, however, that people seeking a 
new home rarely go to a country colder 
than their own. The same lack of in- 
crease cannot be noted of the oriental 
immigration, for this has risen from 
almost nothing to about -iVs per cent 
of the total. Asia sent to this country 
in 1900 about 18,000 Immigrants, or 
half as many again as England. Scot- 
laud and Wales. A large percentage 
of these people are of the peddler and 
beggar classes, and take naturally to 
those occupation*, as soon as they arc 
in touch with American life,;

hut on public baths before the Con- 
temporary club of Davenport, Iowa. 
the other evening and published la 
the Davenport Democrat the following 
extract on the relation of public baths 
to schools is token. Mr. TiUiafuwt 
says: 


"In New York city the board of edu- 


cation ha* turned the summer vacation 
to valuable account by maintaining 
regular swimming schools. The course, 
under expert instruction, includes prac- 
tice in the breast stroke, floating, swim- 
ming OB the back, overhand sldestroke, 
diving and plunging. 
The children 


are also given rescue drills acd taught 
various methods ef resuscitation. When 
this course has been completed satis- 
factorily, a certlfyimg card is signed by 
the Instructor in swimming and by a 
member of the board. 


"The public bath in Broekline Is lo- 


cated very near the high school for the 
express purpose of enabling the pupils 
to use it for instruction in swimming. 
I called upon Principal D. S. Sanforti 
of the high ECbool and asked this 
straight question, 'What Is the relation 
between the Brookllne baths and the 
Brookline schools?' 
He became ani- 


mated at ouce, and his enthusiasm rose 
as he talked oa. In substance he said: 
'The proximity of the bath to the play- 
ground and this high school is sig- 
nificant in itself. As soon as the baths 
were ready I made provision 'on ray 
programme to have swimming during 
school hours Wednesdays and Fri- 
days. 
Squads were sent before and 


after recess. Within two months al- 
most every boy knew how to swim. 
Provision was made for the girls in the 
afternoon, and in a surprisingly short 
time the girl* were good swimmers.' 


"During the fiscal year the number 


of swimming lessons, all free, given to 
public school pupils was 4,830, and of 
those receiving lessons 2.743 were boys 
and 2,087 girls. The board makes this 
report: 'A large number of these were 
taught to swim, and there is no reason 
why eventually most of our school 
children should not learn to swim 
well enough to save their lives in emer- 
gencies and occasionally the lives of 
others. 
Swimming instruction under 


the supervision of the public bath ex- 
ecutive committee is a. part of the 
regular curriculum, and the expense, 
$500, is defrayed from the school ap- 
propriation.' 


"Many of the German cities equip 


the basements of the public schools 
with cleansing baths, and the pupils 
are detailed in classes to make use of 
them. 


"In the reorganization of the school 


eystem of Paris sanitary conditions 
are more carefully looked after than 
ever before; Medical school dispensa- 
ries have been established, and school 
baths have ir a number of instances 
been opened."

the Maine Caact. 


What will be the most costly log cab- 


In in Maine, if not in the whole world, 
Is now being erected on Warren's is- 
land, which lies jast outside the mouth 
of Gilkey's harbor in the town of Ilses- 
boro on the Maine coast, says a Bau- 
por dispatch to the New York World 
The cabin will cost, when completed 
in round figures, $75,000. 


It was begun by the late W. H. For- 


well of Philadelphia and is being com 
pleted by his son, Nathan P. Forwell, 
to whom the property was willed with 


; the express request that the house be 


finished according to the plans decided 
upon by Mr. Forwell, Sr. 


The cabin is 100 by 105 feet on the 


ground, is made of unpeeled spruce 
loss cut upon the island and is made 
after the style of the old time houses of 
Virginia by an expert log cabin builder, 
Fred Heald, trom the Old Dominion. 


The first floor is 12 foot posted, the 


second 10 foot. The house will contain 
when completed 22 sleeping rooms, a 
living hall 30 by CO feet, a dining room 
20 by 30 feet, kitchen 20 by 25 feet, 
laundry 20 by 25 feet and a storeroom 
15 by 25 feet. There will be a private 
dining room 20 by 15 feet and a bath- 
room 20 by23 feet. There will bel23w'm- 
dows to furnish light for the place dur- 
ing the day. Of tlese there will be 17 
dormer windows, sis bay windows and 
100 ordinary windows. A large number 
of windows will tie fitted with lights of 
glass 4 by 5 feet in size. The roof is of 
the old fashioned gabled style, and the 
whole effect of the place is most pic- 
turesque.

MEMORIAUERVIGE 


Congregational Church was 
Crowded to Pay Tribute to 
Memory of John Brace we 11 


ADDRESS BY REV, W, L. TENNEY 


With Letter From Rev. George B. 


Spiulding of Syracuse, Colonel 


Bracewell's Former Pastor. 


An Impressive Memorial 


It was the tribute of a city as well 


as a church which filled the Congrega- 
tional church to the doors last evening 
for the memorial service to Colonel 
John Bracewell, who died a week aco 
last night- There was not a vacant seat 
in thechurch, extra chairs were inl ser- 
vice, and many stood, while more were 
turned away, unable to gain admission. 
In every way it was the most impres- 
sive memorial service in honor of an 
individual that the city of North Adams 
has ever seen- 


Employes of the Winfclsor print works, 


to the number of about 200, the mem- 
bers of the city council and ofl the city 
government, and the members of the 
North Adams c'ub, attended in a body, 
seats being reserved for them in the 
front and center of the church- 


The music rendered by the quar- 


tet and choir under the direction of 
Jesse Hadfleld was appropriate to the 
nature of the service. 
The auartet 


sang "Heart be stiU," and the choir 
rendered two anthems, "Crossing the 
bar," and "There IB a land." Prin- 
cipal F. F. Murdock read the scripture, 
Rev. W. L. lenntey being weak from 
illness. 


Rev. W. L. Tenney delivered the me- 


morial address, closing it with a let- 
ter from Rev. Dr. George B. Spauldins 
of Syracuse, N- T-, a former pastor ofl 
Colonel Bracewell in Dover, N. H.. and 
one °of his closest friends. After speak- 
ing of Colonel Bracewell'_s suddenl death 
and his last service in 'the church on 
the day of his'death. Mr. Tenney said 
In j>art: 


I said one week ago John Bracewell 


was with us. Have not the sorrowing 
days of this last week borne witness 
to the fact that he was never more 
truly with us than he is at present? 
Mere words of eulogy would be most 
alien to his thought- He ever turned 
from those who thanked him and flrom 
those who praised him. But he loved 
the truth, and it is fitting that we who 
loved him should speak the word of 
truth, that we should render to his 
memory which makes real for us that 
part of the man which knows nb death, 
its just due, as we bear witness that 
he "being dead, yet speaketh." 


It was a privilege- to be Mr. Brace- 


well's pastor. 
His confidence, once 


given, never failed- 


To many of those who knew him, Mr. 


Bracewell's Ufa was one which was 
shaped by the fortunlate elements which 
entered into it- To me, sorrow seemed 
to have had greater influence than pros 
perity. H© loved his family and his 
friends with s'l the force ofl his great 
heart. They wore a part of his life, and 
when they were sick and in trouble 
their sickness arild frouble was literally 
his. 
The high pressure under which 


he did his work seemed to many the 
outcome of abounding health, but I 
knew that he labored under physical 
disabilities which would have 
made 


most men retire from the stress of ac- 
tive life. For years he did his work 
with the consciousness that he might be 
suddenly called from it- 


As a young man' he- sought to ally 


himself with God's people. He was no 
theologian. He was interested in the 
practical side of religion. His flaith 
was that of a Jiltle child, beautiful, sat- 
isfying, in its simplicity. 


Our first thought has been the great 


loss whic has befallen his city, his 
church, his fnmlliy- Let us tonight 
pass on to the tl'ought of what a gain to 
ail he kn'aw are the memories of what 
he was. The manufacturing world is 
his debtor because of his discoveries 
and his success. The city is his debtor 
because he ^ave his time an8 strength 
to all which belonged to a better civic 
life. This church acknowledges her 
debt to him as she recalls his sen- 
erous loyaHyv which was never depend- 
ant upon the carrying out ofl his ner- 
sonal wishes. Society is his debtor; we 
are all his debtors; for he had a regard 
for man as man- 


It was a sou-Te of disappointment to 


him that he could not know personally 
all the men who worked for the Wind- 
sor company. But h-a respected, the 
manhood- of ill. The men' who worked 
for him never ptruck. He had the con- 
fidence of the labor unions. 
I recalt 


many instances of his aid for those who 
were employed by him when they were 
in dsitres.s I remember one recently, 
on one of his busiest days in the office, 
seeing that a storm had come up and 
knowing that his wife was away flrom 
home, he took thought and time to tele- 
phone to the house to have a woman 
who was workirfe there for the day tak- 
en to her home in a carriage- You men 
who worked for Colonel Braeeweij were 
in his thought as you little dreamed- 


Ke was not a saint- He was a Simon 


Peter, quick, impetuous, often speaking 
the word which he would have recalled- 
He was compelled to obey the economic 
TS.-VS which today control us. yet he ac- 
kno-frledged a higher law. the law of 
fair play and brotherhood. 
The man 


who had grown gray In the asrvice of 
his company was not to be discharged, 
even though a younger man might do 
the work better. 


Colonel Bracewell would have b«en 


unhappy If he had lost his meanfe, only 
because poverty would have made it 
impossible for him to help others as he 
loved to do- Many are the homes which 
have been made happier at Christmas 
and Thanksgiving time, which never 
knew the name of their benefactor. He 
wa« a, member ofi this churclj, but h« 
belonged to the church universal. The 
most fitting tribute which we cart pay 
to the mPmory of John Bracewell, ^111 
be to live such manly, help3al, loving, 
God-trustingr 'ives, that we may meet 
him In the realm of unfailing love. 


Mr. Tenney then B«ad the following 


letter from Dr. Ppauldin-j: 


It has come to be accepted as a ne- 


cessary condition of truest" Judsment of 
another that one must have loved that 
other. Love Is not blind; love is the 
discerning organ. We cannbt know, 
only as wa love. 


I have this immense advantage in my 


estimate of Mr. Bracewell. I have 
known him. more than 30 years in a'- 
the Intimacies of closest flrienUshlp, and 
I have always loved him with that sur- 
passing affection that made David and 
Jonathan as one heart. 


His career, looked at in a business/ 


way, has been most remarkable. In the 
department of his Avork h,e has been un'- 
«qualled. Bis industry has been vast, 
and his application most intense and 
strenuous. Almost as a bey he took a 
position of highest rank, and ever held 
hiinsslf as perfect master of it un'Jtei 
all varying conditions. His mind work- 
ed with lightning quickness and precis- 
ion. 
He was full of insight 
His de- 


cision was instant- The conclusion \\as 
reached by a single leap. He made it at 
once, and forever, by no successive 
steps of reason, but by the vision and 
impulse of his intuition- He was a 
genius in) his occupation, and he had the 
inspiration and the splendid achieve- 
ment o1 genius- 


But it was the man I loved- The 


temperament of his most active and 
fertile brain suffused and warmed his 
whole nature. His great heart held the 
aseenldency over all his life and actions. 
He was simple and perfectly natural m 
his ways, but his whole soul of love 
was in his smile, in his ringing laugh.- 
ter, in his unconscious song, in cheery 
salutation, in! his ceaseless overflow of 
generosity in words and deeds. 
He 


rJjver knew, and no man knov/eth, his 
benefactions. The poorest in rJot a few 
communities roiJd tell the story; but 
not the poorest only. Young men and 
women struggling for better chances 
here in American) and there in old Eng- 
land have had their strongest push 
from his arms- Mr. Bracewell 
had 


abundantly that most precious thing in 
kindness, thoughtfulne^s- He not only 
meani to do good, he did good. He saw 
the war.lt and he filled it. His warm 
heart went before the appeal- To him 
the only painful part of his charities 
was their acknowledgement. 


Mr- Bracewell had a deeply religious 


nature. Such goodness as his must 
have had its deepest spring in the 
Eternal Goodness. 
He wfcs pre-emi- 


nently a man' of prayer- His appeals 
to me to remember him in my prayers 
have been constant- In almost his last 
letter he emp'ha.-uzea the request. And 
in common, practical things, perplexing 
things inl businass, as when, after many 
a trial, the desired "effect" in a color 
was not reached, I have known that 
there in his office, the very scene of 
his busy experiments, he would all alone 
kneel down and ask God to help him 
to the discovery. Bracewell was like 
a child in his faith arid in his prayer. 
Who of us can be jrreater? 


He was quick in speech as he wa» 


quick in love. I can recall the testi- 
monies of not a few, servants of the 
household, workers in the mill, scholars 
in the Sunday school where long he was 
superintendent, testimonies as to how 
this big-hearted man, having spoken to 
them too heatedly, had lain in wait 
for them at some street corner, and 
placing his hand upon them, asked them 
Itor forgiveness for his, as he said, "too 
severe words." 


He loved the church with truest de- 


votion- He loved his pastors with most 
generous loyalty. He loved the hymr.te 
of God's people. They were as familiar 
in his mouth is household words. He 
loved all nature: the e.mbracrn5 mount- 
ains, the pensive valleys, the tuneful 
birds. He loved his _fajnily with a 
deathless affection- He Ipved us all. He j 
has gone where there is naught but love 
Please God we will meet him there.

DROPPED DEAD ON STREET 


William T. Clarkson, • Well Known 


Engraver, Stricken With Apoplexy 


William T. Clarkson dropped dead on 


Jolden street Saturday night at 1P.35 
/clock while ton his way from Main 
street to his home on Bracewell avenue. 
He was seen to fall ^by some men 
.valking behind him and a crowd soon 
jollected. It was near Weber Bros', 
jhoe shop that he fell. Dr. McGrath 
nappened to be iu the neighborhood 
-ind he was called. 
He reached the 


scene in a very few minutes, but Mr. 
Clarkson was dead when he arrived. 
Captain Jones and on* or two other 
officers were soon on the epot. Medical 
examiner Brown was notified and ar- 
rived in a short time. After he had 
viewed the body it was placed in charge 
of Undertakers Simmons & Carpenter 
and taken to the manTs home, 140 Brace- 
wei! avenue. The family had. not heard 
of the death when the body reached the 
house and the news was a terrible 
shock to them. 
Medical Examiner 


Broun made further investigations at 
the house and pronounced death due to 
natural causes. The circumstances in- 
dicated that Mr. Clarkson suffered a 
stroke of apoplexy. 


Mr. Clarkscn was employed as an en- 


graver at the Arnold print works, and 
while he had been somewhat out of 
health for a year or more he had 
worked regularly. He worked Saturday 
as usual and seemed to be feeling as 
well as ever when he left hia house at 
about 8 o'clock. He was around town 
for two hours or ra'ore. and was seen 
by many of his acquaintances 
and 


friends on the streets and at the Wil- 
son and Mansion houses. He was cheer 
ful and appeared to be in good health 
and spirits. He started for home at 
about 10.30, and just before reaching 
the Holden street bridge he fell dead 
as above stated. 
The news spread 


rapidly about the streets and was a 
great surprise and shock to his friends. 


Mr. Clarkson was born in England 47 


years ago and came to this country 
with his parents when he was one year 
o*d. He lived for many years in the 
eastern part of the state, and eight 
years ago he went to California and 
settled in Tuos Angeles, where he lived 
till four years ago, when lie came to 
this city and had since worked at the 
Arnold print works. He was a steady 
reliable man. whose services were high 
ly valued by his employers. He was a 
man of social and genial disposition 
and had a large number of friends. He f 
was- a kind and affectionate husband 
and father, and to his family his sud- 
den death is a severe blow. They had 
felt, however, that his condition was 
such that he was1 liable to die suddenly, 
and were therefore not so much sur-- j 
prised as they would otherwise have , 
Dfeen. Mr. Clarkson was,a member of 
the Order of Elks- and took a deep in- 
terest in the work of North Adams 
lolge, -187. with which he united after 
coming to this city. He was its first 
member to be removed by death 


Mr. Clarkson leaves a widow and one 


son, Willis H .Clarkson of this city. 
Three brothers also survive him, Sam- 
uel of Paterson, N. J., Edwin of Provi- 
dence. R. I., and Alfred Clarkson of 
Fall River.

Depuiy Fish and Gime Warden A. M. 


Niciols Reappointed by State 


A M. friends of this city has been re- 


appointed by the state fish and game 
commission as deputy fish and game 
warden, an offlce which he has filled 
for several years with marked efficien- 
cy. Up to a year ago h« received only 


( fees for the work he did, but it was 


finally decided to establish salaries for 
these officers, and this arrangement 
went into effect a year ago. This 
caused Mr. Nichols and the other war- 
dens to feel that they could give more 
time to their duties than before, and 
the result has been that the fish and 
game laws h-ave been enforced the past 
year as never before in this state. War- 
den Nichols has been very zealous in 
the performance of his ofHcial duties, as 
the court records will show. One of 
his most important pieces of work last 
year was in Franklin county, where he 
brought a. man to time for shooting a 
deer. The mn.n was tried lu the Green- 
field court and was fined $luu. 


While Warden Nichols is authorized 


to work in any part of the state, the 
most of his work has been done, of 
course, in this section, where violators 
of the fish an(J game laws have been 
made constantly aware of his presence 
and persistency. He has followed them 
with a watchful eye, and has gi-eatly 
reduced the amount of illegal taking of 
fish and game, and of Sunday fishing 
and hunting. He has prosecuted his 
work without fear or favor, and his 
record is a guaranty that he will con- 
tinue to do so in the future. Mr. 
Nichols is to be congratulated on his 
reappointement, which was well earned.
